Pursuing our puriraae, mentioned a few 


weeks ago, to prepare for tlie readers of 
tho COMPILER a aeries of historical articles, 
we present to-day the names of the early 
settlers of the Manor of Maske. 
The 


list is taken from a valuable old docu- 
ment which fell into the hands of the 
editor of this paper some years ago. 
It 


will be of general interest; but especi- 
ally, perhaps, to those of our readers 
who recognize the names of their own 
ancestors among the number. 
Many of 


the names remain as yet in Adams 
county, and many of the families repre- 
sented are prominent to this day. 


The Manor of Maske, about which ful- 


ler information will be given hereafter, 
was a piece of laud surveyed by author- 
ity of the Penns in 17G6. 
It included 


all of Cumberland township, except a 
small strip of half a mile along the 
Maryland line, nearly the whole of .Free- 


dom, 
about one-third of Highland, the 


southeast corner of Franklin, the south- 
era section of Butler, the western fringe 
of Straban and a smaller fringe on the 
west side of Mountjoy. 
Gettysburg ia 


situated north of the center and on the 
eastern edge of the Manor. 
The Manor 


was nearly six miles wide and about 
twelve long.

X tbe twenty-fourth of August, in 
the year 1814, our National Capital 
was invaded and burned by the 
British. 
JSngland and America had 


been for more than two years engaged in 
a fieice conflict. It was Uie outcome o£ 
British interference with our foreign 
commerce, and the seizure of American 
sailors under the right claimed and exer- 
cised by Great Britain to search onr ves- 
sels for men who had deserted from the 
English service. Notwithstanding these 
serious aggravations it was wslh many 
forebodings and much against bis person- 
al inclinations that President Madison 
had signed the declaration of war, on 
June 18,1812. He signed it in obedience 
to the will ot Congress, and to the clamor 
of the American people 


His aversion to a conflict with England 


was not actuated by any lack of patriot- 
ism, aa was openly charge by his political 
opponents. It was due to his solicitous 
regard for the peace and welfaie of the 
country, and the fear that war would 
simply result in a fruitless destruction oE 
life and property. This tear subsequent 
events fully justified, for when peace was 
finally declared, after the bloody strug- 
gle of more than two years, the question 
at issue was still far from being settled. 
In these feelings the President had the 
hearty sympathy of his devoted wife.

occasioned the President much uneasi 
ness, and as the months went by, and 
the British, emboldened by their success- 
es, advanced farther up the rivers, he be- 
came more and more impressed with the 
necessity of providing for the greater 
safety of the city, notwithstanding the 
contrary opinion of his military advisers. 
Finally, however, in the early summer of 
1814 the Government became aroused to 
a sense of danger by the intelligence that 
a fleet of English transports, carrying a 
laigefoiceof Wellington's most effective 
regiments, bad left Bermuda bound for 
the Potomac River. A Cabinet meeting 
was hastily called by the President, who 
insisted that some active measures 
should at once be taken for the protec- 
tion of the National Capital, and he laid 
before the Cabinet a well-considered plan 
of defense which was almost immediate- 
ly adopted, 
The execution of this plan 


was vested in General William II Win- 
der, who was placed in command of the 
defensive forces. 


Notwithstanding his earnest desire to 


carry out the wis!,es of the President, 
General Winder encountered many ob- 
stacles, and was obliged to submit to an- 
noying and unnecessary delays by reason 
of official misunderstandings. In spite 
of the threatened danger he leceived but 
a feeble and tardy response to his call for 
troops, though the brave Commodore 
Bainey, with a flotilla of fourteen armed 
vessels, was m readiness to assist the 
land forces from his station on the Pa- 
tuxent River, about twenty-live miles 
southeast of Washington. 


In the meantime the enemy appeared 


in strong force. 
The small British 


squadron in the Chesapeake Bay was re- 
enforced by a fleet of twenty-one vessels 
under Admiral Alexander Cochraae. A 
day or two later there came a number of 
other vessels healing seveial thousand

o WOMAN is more closely or fondly as- 
sociated with the White House than 


Dolly Madison. During the eight years 
that her husband occupied the position 
of Secretary of State under Jefferson's 
administration she was almost as fre- 
quently called upon to do the honors at 
Uie receptions and levees at the Presi- 
dent's house as in her own home, where 
she entertained in a delightful and sump- 
tuous manner. She was, therefore, fully 
prepared for the duties that devolved 
upon her as mistress of the White House 
upon the election of Mr. Madison to the 
Presidency. In the graceful and skillful 
peiformance of her delicate task she 
gained the admiration of every one, and 
added to the popularity she had already 
won both for herself and her husband. 
Through tbe potent influence of her per- 
sonal charms, to which were added a 
frank and cordial manner, a sweet, in- 
genuous demeanor, and tbe happy facul- 
ty of adapting herself to the views of 
those about her, she readily became a 
general favoiite. Before her reign at 
the White House wa.° concluded she was 
the most popular woman in the United 
Slates. 


No Fears of Invasion. 


[N THE winter of 1813, while the war 
1 was raging in the northern part of the 
country and fanning the flame of public 
disquietude, there came to Washington 
the exciting news tbat <v large fleet of. 
English war vessels in command of Ad- 
miral Cochburn had just entered Chesa- 
peake Bay. The sudden proximity of 
the enemy of the National Capital occa- 
sioned much apprehension among the 
more timorous inhabitants, who feared 
that an invasion of the city was contem- 
plated. But to others, who regarded the 
seat of Government as impregnable, the 
possibility of such a danger appeared pre- 
posterous. "What!" exclaimed General 
Armstrong, Secretary of War, "tbe 
enemy attack Washington? Nonsensel" 
This sentiment emanating 
from so 


authoritative a source, and shared by 
the other officials charged with t lie safety 
ot the Capital, quickly allayed the alarm. 
Consequently when a motion to increase 
the military foice of-the District of Co- 
lumbia was laid before Congress that 
body promptly voted it down, regarding 
such steps as unnecessary. 


Coukliurn's Nefarious MlHSlou. 


THIS daring British Admiral, Sir George 
i Cockburn, who subsequently carried 
Napoleon to St. Helena, had not come 
to America with the intention of visiting 
the National Capital, for he supposed 
the city was strongly defended. His 
mission was to blockade the ports and 
harbors of the bay, lay waste the de- 
defeneeless seaboard towns and destroy 
the dockyards, and he very promptly en- 
tered upon his nefarious duties. In ad- 
dition to bombarding such towns as 
were within easy range of tbe ships, 
numerous marauding parties were land- 
ed on the Maryland and Virginia shores. 
One place after another was pillaged and 
burned, many of the inhabitants killed 


land troops commanded by General Rob- 
ert Boss, an Irish ofllcer, and one of 
Wellington's most active leaders. 
"To Annul ToArmtt! Cockburn In Coming!" 
OUDDENLY, in the early morning of 
0 August 19, the inhabitants of the vil- 
lages lying between the Patuxent River 
and the city of Washington were startled 
from tlieir slumbers and early labors by 
the loud clatter of a horse's hoofs, and 
the voice of a man shouting in wild alarm 
as be sped pasl, in his onward flight: 
"To arms 1 to arms! Cockburn is com- 
ing!" 
Speeding on the heels of the ex- 


cited horseman came the official intelli- 
gence that a British force of five thous- 
and men, beaded by Ross and Coskburn, 
had come up the Patuxent Kiver and 
landed at a point not more than forty 
miles from the Capital. Instantly a call 
for volunteers was sent out through the 
suriounding country. Stirring appeals 
weie made to the citizens to come for- 
ward and defend the Capital. General 
Winder ordered a large detachment of 
the militia to proceed in the direction of 
the enemy, whose intention it was lo 
overtake and capture Commodore Bar- 
ney. 


In the midst of the excitement atten- 


dant upon these warlike pieparations 
Mrs. Madison continued quietly with her 
usual occupations, without for a moment 
betraying to those about her any dimin- 
ution of her accustomed serenity. Al- 
though the Piesident regarded the situa- 


her carriage and leave the city ; that the 
British ap|>earcd stronger than had at 
first been reported, a.id that they might 
reach the city with the intention of do- 
stroying it. 


Mrs. Madison's fust thought was to

sledges—vehicles of any kind that could 
be found or hastily constructed—were at 
once seized upon by the terror-stiickeu 
citizens, and a hunied exodus from the 
city was begun by those who had the 
good fortune to secuie conveyances. 
But the great majuiity of the people 
found themselves without any means of 
saving their household effects, and, fear- 
ing to leave their property to the toe, re- 
mained at home in the desperate hope ot 
even'uully finding some meaus of trans- 
portation, whereby they could coiney it 
out of tho reach of the enemy.

Tnu spirit of unrest that pervaded the 
1 air, the tramp of horses, the roll of 
drums, tbe hurried arrival of messengers 
from the army headquarters, all inspired 
Mrs. Madison with a sense of impending 
evil.

with each succeeding dispatch announc- 
ing the farther advance of the British, 
and tbe failure of the Americans to en- 
gage them in battle.

when, on the afternoon of the twenty- 
second, the President bade her a sudden 
farewell, and hurried away on horseback 
to join General Winder on the field, her 
anxiety was indeed very greatly aug- 
mented by a dread apprehension of dan- 
ger. 


Scarcely had the President taken his 


departure when the inmates of the 
White House were startled by a dispatch 
announcing that the American fleet in 
the Patuxent bad been destroyed to pre- 
vent its falling into the hands of the 
enemy, who bad now arrived at a point 
almost directly east of the city. Wild 
and conflicting rumors added greatly to 
the agitation inspired by this ominous 
news. On tbe following morning the 
thoroughly affrighted people oE Wash- 
ington were thrown into the utmost con- 
sternation by a dispatch which came 
from Colonel James Monroe, Secietary 
of Slate, who for several days had been 
reconnoitring the enemy with General 
Winder: "The enemy are in full march 
to Washington. 
Our troops are retiring. 


Have the materials prepared to destroy 
the bridges. You had better remove 
the records." 


Thia startling communication had 


hardly been made known to Mrs. Madi- 
aon and the heads of tbe Departments 
before the news it contained spread like 
wildfire throughout the city, producing 
the most intense excitement. Without 
a moment's delay the work of saving the 
records and public documents was be- 
gun.

OR two hours the fight raged with 
ceai-eleps fury, without a sign either

THE last glimmer of twilight was fad- 
1 ing away when into the well-nigh de- 
serted city rode the redoubtable Cock- 
burn at the head of his band of maraud- 
ers.

The Poach Outlook. 


"The April freeze did littleor no damage, 


though there was great alarm felt at first, 
says the Chambersbtirg Valley Spirit, A 
good many growers said then that it would 
be better if a larger percentage of the buds 
had been frozen, and their predictions 
turn out to be correct.
